An Important Interpretation of th* 
Law In Iowa. 

KVSOAftNB, Ia., Oct. a -Judge Have* 
liWffI Ml the grand Jury to-day in tb» mat- 
(•1 1 1 IndictO .and arising under the new Pro- 
hibitory Liquor Law has created a great sen- 
*%t\ a here. Under this charge It U claimed 
the . :if nvinent of the pr< >hi bitor y law m thii 
district becomes practically impossible. It 
will t<e remembered that Judge Hayes has 
already decided that Justices of the Peace 
have no jurisdiction over cases under the new 
prohibitory law. To-day he informed the 
jury that the selling of liquor is an indictable 
offense, but instructed them that they must 
regard the buyer erf liquors as much a party 
to the infraction est law as the seller, and 
that all persons testifying to having 
purchased liquor are subject to indict- 
ment Hence no witness summoned be- 
fore the ( Irand Jury can be compelled to 
testify to the buying of any liquors prohibited 
by law, as thi* would be compelling the wit- 
Ms to criminate himself. Judge Hayes 
said further, having reference it is supposed 
to the Temperance Alliance, that in case of a 
jwraun being induced or encouraged by any 
organized body or association to buy liquor 
for the purpose of wuuinating the seller, 
such buyer would be clearly indictable and 
such society or organization would be guilty 
of conspiracy, awl should be indicted for 
such crime. The Judge concluded with the 
statement that the old Nuisance law is still in 
force, and that is the trial of cases under 
this section the person buying liquor did not 
make himself a party to the particular crime 
charged— that of keeping a house where pro- 
hibited liquors were sold — but in cases of 
selling liquor the purchaser clearly ailed and 
abetted in the crime.
